IHF08KATIGN  RKOARDIJK}  OSWALD'S  FIRING  HIS  RIFLc  OH  THE  SPCBTDCKS  GUN  RAHOE 

This  date,  December  2,  1963,  I went  to  220  West  10th  Street  end  interviewed 
Dr.  Honer  Wood.  He  stated  that  on  Woveafcer  16,  1963,  he  took  his  son.  Sterling 
Charles  Wood,  w/m/13,  to  the  Sportdone  Oun  Ranee,  8000  West  Davis  to  aero  in 
his  rifle.  Sterling  was  assigned  the  lith  booth  and  shortly  after  he  got  in  the 
booth,  he  saw  Oswald  walk  up  and  enter  booth  #5.  After  Oswald  had  fired  a few 
rounds,  Sterling  noticed  that  his  rifle  wee  spitting  a long  stream  of  fire  from 
the  end  of  the  barrslaadd  that  prompted  Sterling  to  ask  Oswald  what  kind  of 
rifle  and  scope  he  was  using.  Oswald  told  Sterling  he  was  using  s 6.5  mm 
Italian  make  carMne  with  a It  power  acope.  Ho  other  conversation  transpired. 
Sterling  and  Tr,  Wood  observed  that  Oswald  fired  approximately  8 to  10  rounds 
and  that  each  time  he  was  careful  in  ejecting  the  hulls,  that  they  were  caught 
in  his  hand  and  put  into  his  pocket.  Oswald  checked  his  target  at  least  one 
time,  then  left  the  range  by  himself.  He  was  driving  aoms  type  of  car,  tut 
Sterling  docs  not  remember  what  rake  or  color  it  was.  When  Sterling  and  Dr. 

Wood  checked  Sterling's  target,  they  also  looked  at  Oswald's  target  and  both 
concurred  that  he  did  some  good  shooting  eince  all  the  rounds  fired  except 
one  bit  the  bull's  eye.  Dr.  Wood  end  Sterling  are  sure  that  Oswald  was  using 
the  sling  when  firing  his  rifle.
